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Turnaround for troubled estate 


ANTI-social behaviour has been dramatically reduced 
after residents on a Bridport housing estate started talking 
to each other. 

Reports of youths causing low-level crime on the River- 
vale estate in North Allington have been reduced to al¬ 
most zero in just eight months. 

The success comes after a community group was 
formed last June to work alongside police, a Homewatch 
group and affordable homes association Magna Housing. 

A tough love approach to the problem - including 
threats of Anti Social Behavioural Orders (ASBOs) and 
eviction notices - was used by authorities. 

Sergeant Jon Bleasdale from Bridport Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team told last week’s town council meeting the 
change was a culmination of many factors. 

He said: “We could see in that community that if noth¬ 
ing was done it was going to get worse and worse. 

“We got residents together at a meeting and there was 
plenty of scepticism but by the time they went there was 
calm. 

“We saw all the youngsters and parents engaging in the 
street after that which had never happened before. 
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“We then looked at individual families and visited 
problem areas with Magna representatives and some 
residents were threatened with losing their tenancy. 

“Individual youngsters were then threatened with 
ASBOs, which was simply a warning shot across 
their bows.” 

He added: “The feedback from residents is that 
there has been a total transformation. 

“The whole scheme has pulled the community to¬ 
gether. It just shows the strength of an initiative when 
everyone pulls together.” 

The success was particularly significant because it 
is unusual to set up a Homewatch scheme in an area 
with a large amount of social housing, said Sergeant 
Bleasdale. 

Councillor Ros Kayes helped form the community 
group with Councillor Phil Lathey. A number of ini¬ 
tiatives are currently held in Rivervale’s Scout Hut 
including community events and coffee mornings. 
Further schemes for youths are being planned. 

The Bridport North representative said: “A lot of 


children were playing out late at night and people ap¬ 
parently had their garden beds ripped up. 

“Also a lot of parents didn’t know each other and 
people can get very protective about their own kids if 
others criticise their behaviour but through the group 
people have got to know each other and the threat has 
gone. 

She added: “For me one of the really important 
things is why kids get attracted to low level crime, 
it’s not because they are bad but because they are 
bored and people don’t understand them. 

“So we provided them with something to do and at 
the same time had a tough love approach like the po¬ 
lice did and I think that brought about the change.” 

The Homewatch scheme became so successful it 
became unnecessary to continue holding meetings 
once a week, said Ruth Martindale, Magna’s housing 
manager. 

The leader of Magna’s anti-social behaviour team 
said: “We have had a few, mostly minor incidents 
since the launch of the group but we’re very pleased 
with its success. 

“It’s been really successful because we’ve all talked 
to each other and the residents have talked to each 
other.”

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AT the age of just 16, Aaron Riley, aka "Negativ¬ 
ity", recently became one of the first young musi¬ 
cians to receive a donation from the Fin Gun Fund 
for young musicians. 

Aaron is honing his talent as a rap artist and has 
already written and recorded a lot of original ma¬ 
terial. He has performed at a number of events in 
and around West Dorset and his work has been 
well received by audiences young and old. 

Aaron is a student at the Dorchester Learning 
Centre where he is working towards his GCSEs, 
and a future on the rap circuit. 

He lives in Dorchester with his mum. 


■ HOW did you end up writing rap songs? 

I never used to like rap at all, but and as I got older I 
made some friends at school who had started listening to 
it. We used to rap along to the songs in the playground 
for a laugh, and then I got asked by one of my teaching 
assistants if I’d ever written a rap. I said, ‘No, I can’t and 
probably never will’, but one day I was bored so I 
thought I’d try and that’s how I ended up writing my first 
rap. 

■ WHAT was your first song about? 

It was about a girl that I was with and we broke up. I al¬ 
ways used to rap about the difficult things in life. That’s 
why I’m called ‘Negativity’. These days I rap about a 
much wider range of things and do much more upbeat 
songs as well, but when I started out my songs were usu¬ 
ally about life’s struggles; the loss of a loved one, that 
kind of thing. Rap music is about expressing your feel¬ 
ings. As I’ve got older and perfected certain parts of my 
rapping I’ve widened my range to include some more 
positive songs. What I love about rap is that it doesn’t 
hide behind doors - it’s the truth. 

■ SO, how do you go about writing a rap? 

I usually start by writing my ideas out on a notepad, and 
as I’m dyslexic and find it hard to spell it’s always a bit 
rough. Next, I type it up on a computer and my key- 
worker at school helps me with the spelling. When it’s 
time to record it, I can go to Bridport Youth Centre, or 
the youth centre in Dorchester and now that I have all 
the equipment I need, me and my friends can put down 
the tracks. 

■ HOW did the Fin Gun fund help you? 

They’ve been really generous and have given me about 
£150 worth of equipment. I was told by my keyworker 
that a musician called Fin Gun had died and that he had 
always wanted to help young musicians like me. So, I 
ended up writing a letter explaining how me and my 



friends didn’t have any recording equipment and they 
got back and said they’d donate me some money if I 
would perform at a benefit gig in Finn’s memory. That 
was at Bridport Arts Centre in December. I’d already had 
the equipment by then -1 got a microphone, a mic-stand 
a ‘pop-shield’, which is something that stops the pops you 
get when you speak certain sounds like ‘p’ and ‘b’. 


■ ARE there certain rapping techniques you've had 
to develop? 

Well, I’ve released the ‘inner attitude’- which is when 
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your voice hardens and has a ‘don’t care’ attitude that 
gives it the rap effect. Then there’s beat boxing, but I 
don’t do much of that. There are the gestures and move¬ 
ments too, but I mainly do that when I’m performing 
rather than in the studio because I don’t want to move 
away from the mic and ruin the recording. 

■ WHO have you perfomed for? 

I’ve performed for all age groups. My music isn’t really 
for any special age group. Last summer I performed at 
the ‘Anonymous Festival’, in Maumbury Rings, which is 
probably the biggest one I’ve done. I also did the ‘One 
World Festival’ at Kings Road Park. I’ve done lots of lit¬ 
tle gigs too. 

■ WHAT are your three all-time favourite rap songs? 

My number three is Techn9nes’s ‘Midwest Choppers’, 
it’s a really fast rap and I’m very fascinated by speed at 
the moment; Number two is one of my songs actually, 
‘Always in my Thoughts’ which is the one about my 
Grandad. My keyworker, Clare, cried twice over that one. 
My number one would have to be Biggie Smalls ‘Every¬ 
day Struggle’ - it was on his first album and it’s quite an 
old skool track. 

■ WHAT are your ambitions for the future? 

Ideally, I’d like to get signed to a record company, that’s 
the top aim, then lots of people can hear my music, but it 
all depends whether I can get seen enough really. When 
I finish school I’m hoping to go to Poole College to do a 
Level 2/3 NVQ in Music, and then if I can I’d like to go 
on to University and get a Diploma in Music.

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Campaign to save Happy Island fields 


CAMPAIGNERS are meeting tonight in their fight 
against a proposed housing estate in Bridport. 

The Protect Happy Island Environment Group has been 
formed to save the fields at Happy Island Way from de¬ 
velopment. 

The community protest group’s first public meeting is 
due to be held in Bradpole Village Hall between 5pm and 
6:30pm. 

The Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB) was 
saved from development in 1989 when a public campaign 
saw 300 residents rise up to fight the plans. 

Chris Savory formed the group after the owners of the 
land, the Farmer’s Club charity, began plans to build 
homes on the land.

Mr Savory said: “We are trying to alert people to what’s 
happening before it’s too late and to have a concerted ob¬ 
jection to it when we need to.

Committee opposes St Michael's plans 


TOWN planners have opposed 
the application made for St 
Michael's Trading Estate. 

Members of Bridport Town 
Council made the unanimous 
decision during their Plans com¬ 
mittee on Monday, February 
6th. 

Around 30 members of the 
public attended the meeting 
with speakers taking turns to 
argue both for and against the 
plans. 

The recommendation for re¬ 
fusal will be given to West 
Dorset District Council - the au¬ 
thority that has the power to re¬ 
ject or accept the outline 
planning application. 

Applicants Hayward and Co 
want to build 66 houses, four 


maisonettes and 35 flats, new 
commercial floor space and pro¬ 
vision for the Trick Factory' on 
the estate. 

There is also an application to 
demolish the buildings on the 
estate. 

The estate currently houses 
around 60 small businesses and 
artist studios. 

Town Clerk Bob Gillis said after 
the meeting: "The main reason 
for opposing the application 
were the loss of employment 
space, the inappropriate mix of 
housing and work space and 
transport issues. 

"The committee will make a 
recommendation to the district 
council on the applications to 


demolish and proposals for de¬ 
velopment." 

The outline planning applica¬ 
tion will by heard by district 
planners later this year. 

Enterprise St Michael's, an In¬ 
dustrial and Provident Society, 
are hoping to buy the estate 
from owners Clive and Norman 
Hayward. 

The society's director Ros 
Kayes said: "We can raise the 
money to redevelop St Michael's 
into the enterprise space the 
town needs. 

"The Enterprise St Michael's 
seeks both to develop existing 
workspace and build new work 
units on the west of the site in¬ 
cluding a purpose-built market 
building." 


Police seek witnesses after 
woman suffers broken jaw 


A WOMAN needed hospital treatment after suffering 
serious injuries in an alleged attack. 

A man has been released on bail after the alleged as¬ 
sault in the Skilling area of Bridport. 

The 37-year-old victim was treated at Poole Hospital 
for a broken jaw. 

The Lyme Regis woman was in the Alexandra Road 
area of the town when the incident happened around 
11:30pm on Friday, February 3rd. 

A 31-year-old Bournemouth man was arrested and 
has been released on police bail while enquiries con¬ 
tinue. 

Dorset Police has now launched an appeal for infor¬ 
mation on the incident. Detectives in Weymouth are 
appealing for witnesses and anyone with information 
to come forward. 

Detective Constable Gavin Roy of Weymouth CID 
said: “The woman suffered serious injuries as a result 
of this incident and it is important that anyone with 


any information comes forward urgently. Witnesses 
are urged to call police - in confidence - as soon as 
possible. 

“It may be that someone, or several people, will be 
able to assist me with my investigation.”

“The land owners tried to develop it in the 1980s but 
after a protracted battle it was thrown out by the planning 
inspector, so it’s been 30 years of not being considered. 

“The reason it was thrown out was it made too much of 
an impact on the AONB. It’s a very visible site and there’s 
no way of getting away from the fact it would make a 
negative visual impact in the area. 

“People feel particularly strongly because the whole of 
Happy Island and surrounding area has been very a spe¬ 
cial site for the people of Bridport for recreation. 

“The general consensus is there’s been enough devel¬ 
opment in the area and the green spaces left are very im¬ 
portant.” 

He added: “Come along to the meeting and find out 
what’s happening and give us your contact details so we 
can, when the time comes, launch a combined objection.”

Hospital meeting this Friday 

RESIDENTS are being urged to attend a public meet¬ 
ing over service cuts to Bridport Community Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Health chiefs will come face to face with campaign¬ 
ers and residents who have been fighting to save 
services at the hospital. 

The public will be given the chance to question 
NHS representatives during the meeting at Bridport 
Arts Centre on Friday, February 10th. 

It is the only consultation on threatened services at 
the hospital, said Community Health Campaign 
(CHC) member Ros Kayes. 

The group has collected more than 11,000 signa¬ 
tures from residents concerned about plans to pull 
radiography, outpatient and day surgery services 
from Bridport. 

Town councillor Mrs Kayes said:"l'm absolutely gob 
smacked, I cannot believe they are looking at doing 
these kinds of changes." 

She added: "This meeting is the only chance to 
make your point. If people don't want services re¬ 
duced they need to come and show they care about 
the cuts. 

"It's not really a consultation, it's an engagement 
process where they will explain the process of the 
cuts they are doing. 

"They are not planning to change the plans so we 
have to make them change their plans." 

John Morton, director of Joint Commissioning and 
Partnerships, NHS Dorset, will head a panel. He is 
scheduled to give a presentation on the review of 
services provided at Community Hospitals during the 
meeting. 

The panel is also due to include Alison Tong, Direc¬ 
tor of Nursing, Dorset County Hospital and represen¬ 
tatives from Bridport Locality and Dorset Healthcare 
University Foundation Trust.

Welfare reform bill could still take 
months to get through Parliament 


LAST week in Parliament, the big issue under dis¬ 
cussion was welfare. 

The radical reforms of the welfare system - replac¬ 
ing the whole morass of different benefits by a single 
universal credit designed to make work pay - passed 
almost entirely unscathed through the House of 
Lords. 

But their Lordships made a series of amendments 
to specific changes in the current welfare system - 
including, in particular, to the overall ‘cap’ on ben¬ 
efits. 

There has been a certain amount of misinformation 
about this cap. I think it is not widely understood that 
disability benefits are excluded from it, and that it 
doesn’t apply to anybody who is in work. 

I think there has also been a certain amount of con¬ 
fusion about the level of the cap. People seem to 
know that it has been set at £26,000 - but I am not 
sure that everybody realises that this sum is free of 
tax, so it is equivalent to a pre-tax family income of 
£35,000, more or less exactly equal to the median 
family income for those who are in work. 

So the principle is pretty clear: the benefits system 
should not under any circumstances pay more to 


people who are able to work but are out of work than 
the average family earns from work. 

Nevertheless, the House of Lords sent back to the 
House of Commons an amendment, which would ef¬ 
fectively have removed the cap. 

Now, we will have to see whether, when the Bill 
finds its way back into the House of Lords, their 
Lordships seek to find another way of removing the 
cap - and this process of changing changes can go 
back and forth several times between the House of 
Commons and the House of Lords. 

In the end, the House of Commons can call a halt 
to this process and use the Parliament Act to force 
the Bill through. 

But using the Parliament Act takes months and, in 
the meanwhile, it seems that, if the House of Lords 
is sufficiently ingenious, it could go on changing the 
changes it is making to our welfare cap over and 
over. 

If this all strikes you, dear reader, as slightly 
strange, I can assure you that there are very large 
numbers of people in Westminster who are just as 
perplexed as you are.

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Bridport record shop to

“People think shopping online is it, but 
they don’t get the organic feel and the cus¬ 
tomer service or the opportunity to browse

they do in shops. I can tell you people 
come here on holiday and love coming to 
our shop especially if they are from a big 
city where they have big, corporate, sterile 
shops. They may be able to get things 
cheaper but they don’t get the quality or 
choice. 

“Like Billy Bragg said in the interview 
for the film we are providing a bit of a 
service to musicians as well as people 
with recorded stuff out there.” 

She added: “I think it’s great for Brid¬ 
port, which is becoming a brand in its own 
right.”

A film company spokesman said: “The

THE current Mayor of Bridport, David 
Rickard, is set to continue in his role. 

Councillor Rickard, pictured right, 
will be the civic head of the town for 
a second consecutive term after a 
vote by fellow members of Bridport 
Town Council during a meeting last 
week. 

The Bridport South councillor is 
now the mayor elect until he his for¬ 
mally bestowed the honour at the 
annual council meeting in May. 

It was the first time the council had 
taken the vote on the new mayor 
during their current term. 

Former four-time mayor Councillor 
Geoff Ackerman was voted to be the 
Deputy Mayor Elect. 

It will be the third time the Liberal 
Democrat has sat in the seat when 
he takes over from Councillor Mag¬ 
gie Ray. Councillor Martin Ray will re¬ 
main as the leader of the town 
council. 
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Bridport Town Council: 
Tax precept set to rise 


BRIDPORT Town Council’s share of 
the Council Tax charge is to rise by 
11.25 per cent. 

Councillors waved through the first 
rise in more than six years to ensure 
the council’s budget would cover a 
number of planned initiatives. 

The increase will hit homeowners 
of a band D property by an extra 
£13.47 per year or 26 pence a week. 

An extra £47,323 will be generated 
in next year’s budget compared to the 
previous year through the rise. 

The increase in the precept will 
raise £445,517 for the 2012/13 tax 
year - a budget report to town coun¬ 
cillors stated. 

The extra cash will pay for schemes 
including new street lighting, foot¬ 
paths and the transfer of land, coun¬ 
cillors heard during a town council 
meeting on January 31st. 

A majority of town council mem¬ 
bers voted in favour of the increase 
during the meeting. 

Councillor Julian May said he had 
received a number of emails from 
disgruntled residents since the rise 
was backed by members of the coun¬ 
cil’s finance and general purposes 
committee on January 18th. 

Councillor May, who voted against 
the rise, said: “Generally people have 
said it’s the principle of the matter. I 
think there is quite a few people in 
Bridport who are not happy about the 
rise.” 

The extra cash from the precept rise 
will go toward projects including: 
£5,000 for a cycle/footpath to con¬ 


nect Asker Meadows to the New 
Zealand site; £5,000 additional fund¬ 
ing for heritage street lighting in the 
town centre and £6,000 to support the 
organisation of events for the Spirit 
of Bridport festival. 

Councillor Ros Kayes said she had 
not had any complaints about the rise 
from residents. 

The Bridport North councillor said: 
“I think people trust us, as a council, 
and think that if we have to raise the 
precept for the first time since I’ve 
been on the town council there’s ad¬ 
equate reason for doing so.” 

Mayor, Councillor David Rickard, 
said: “It’s quite clear we are being ex¬ 
pected by the district and county 
council to take on quite a few of their 
services. 

“If we take on more of their work 
it’s only natural we have to raise 
money. 

“The other point is the people of 
Bridport are used to expecting the 
town council to do things; they ex¬ 
pect it and we deliver it. 

“All the time we get requests if we 
can do this or that and we can only 
respond to that if we’ve got a healthy 
budget and by having the officers we 
do we get value for money.” 

Councillor Martin Ray said the rise 
would enable all the plans set out by 
the council to be achieved. 

He said the town council would 
simply cut planned schemes rather 
than go into the red if the budget did 
not balance. 
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Quality Status title for council a 




BRIDPORT is now officially run by a quality council. The 
awarding of the prestigious title is a culmination of five 
years'work by both councillors and council officers. 

It means the council can safeguard the town's future 
by having the power to take on more services in forth¬ 
coming years. 

Town clerk Bob Gillis announced the new status during 
a full council meeting on Tuesday, January 31 st. 

Mr Gillis was instrumental in the council achieving the 
status. 

He said:"lt's a good achievement and a credit to coun¬ 
cillors that they deliver a lot of services that other coun¬ 
cils don't deliver. 

"This has been a long standing objective of the town 
council and it is a great achievement for the council, its 
members and officers. It shows the council is in a posi¬ 
tion to take on other services." 

He added:"lt's a national mark that is being promoted 
by the government and the National Association of 
Local Councils to show that the council is well run and 
representative of the community and ticks all the boxes 
of a well run council." 

Former mayor, Councillor Martin Ray, said he was very 
pleased it had gone through. 

He said: "This council has been acting as a quality 
council for five years and has deserved this for quite a 
while." 

He added: "When we found out we had no rights to 
comment on highways matters we set up a highways 
committee. We set it up and ran it properly and started 
making recommendations to the county council. 

"I would say to other authorities assume what powers 
you need, act positively and do it - and it will come to 
you." 

Councillor Anne-Marie Vincent told fellow councillors 
that people from other authorities were starting to take 
notice of the achievements of Bridport Town Council. 

The Quality Council mark is a national benchmark sup¬ 
ported by the Government and the National Association 
of Local Councils, among other stakeholders.

Big turnout for donkey sanctuary talk 



MORE than a 100 people filled the United 
Church Hall in Bridport to attend an illus¬ 
trated talk on the continuing work of the 
Donkey Sanctuary in Sidmouth. 

In an event organised by the National 
Trust Golden Cap Visitor Centre, facilities 
manager Dean Hancock, pictured left, gave 
an overview of the sanctury’s work since it 
was founded over 40 years ago. 

In that time more than 14,500 donkeys 
have been looked after in sanctuaries in Sid¬ 
mouth and Ireland, with 5,000 donkeys cur¬ 
rently under their care. 

The organisation also employs 45 welfare 
officers, who reach out across the British 
Isles offering advice and identifying mal¬ 
treatment. 

Mr Hanock explained how the organisa¬ 
tion has been instrumental in changing how 
we treat donkeys, particularly those most 


familiar of animals, the beach donkey. 

“Beach donkeys now require annual 
health MOTs, there is a seven stone weight 
limit on carrying and we offer awards for 
the best turned out donkeys,” he explained. 

The sanctuary also has outposts helping to 
care for working donkeys across the world, 
as far afield as Mexico, Ethiopia and India. 

Donkeys are very intelligent, and have es¬ 
caped the sanctuary by learning to recog¬ 
nize when the prevailing wind might lead 
to a gate being open, pulling sprung bolts 
back with their teeth, and even rolling on 
their backs over cattle grids. 

This, along with their high pain threshold, 
has led to their reputation for being stub¬ 
born, a reputation that Mr Hancock claims 
is entirely justified. 

He said: “You can lead a horse to water 
but a donkey you have to negotiate with!”

Rob's trip of a lifetime 


A MOTORCYCLIST is due to 
leave Bridport today on a road 
trip to the other side of the 
world. 

Building contractor Rob Booth 
is taking a five-month long mo¬ 
torbike journey across the globe 
to “find himself’ after suffering 
from depression. 

The 46-year-old was inspired 
by a similar trip taken by movie 
star Ewan McGregor in the TV 
series Long Way Round. 

Mr Booth will ride more than 
12,000 miles to his home in 
Wellington, New Zealand after 
attending his daughter Christina 
Wareham’s wedding. 

The route will go across Eu¬ 
rope, through India, China and 
Australia. 

Mr Booth said he was relaxed 
about taking the journey, which 
he is using to highlight Dyslexia 
Action and depression in men. 

The dyslexia sufferer said: 
“I’m off to find myself. I’d suf¬ 
fered with depression and 
wanted to stop the world and get 
off but rather than do that I’m 
going to ride around the world 
and find out who I am and chal¬ 
lenge myself. 

“I’m quite relaxed about it and 
I suppose I’m looking forward 
to the first time I fall off and see 
my new bike sliding down the 
road and have my heart broken. 

“Then I’ll pick myself up and 


get on with the rest of the trip. 

“But there’s nothing I’m wor¬ 
ried about because it’s all part 
the challenge. 

“It’s the bad times I will look 
back on with fondness, the times 
when I was swearing and 
cussing and regretting ever start¬ 
ing, but that’s the whole point - 
the challenge of it.” 

Mr Booth is a keen motorcy¬ 
clist and used to compete in mo- 
torcross competitions as a youth. 

His BMW GS1200 Triple 
Black adventure motorbike cost 
£15,000 and will weigh around 
300 kilograms when fully 
loaded. It is a similar bike used 
by Mr McGregor in his TV se¬ 
ries. 

Mr Booth said: “The show re¬ 
ally did inspire me and also left 
me wanting to know more, there 
was a lot of stuff they didn’t tell 
you about the experience. But 
they had back up, I won’t be 
having any of that. It’s just one 
man and two wheels.” 

Mr Booth said he had wanted 
to complete the adventure for 
two charities but had chosen 
Dyslexia Action after suffering 
with the condition since he was 
a pupil at Woodroffe School in 
Lyme Regis. 

He said: “I choose that charity 
because I wanted to do it for a 
cause close to me and, because I 


didn’t get any help with it, I 
wanted to raise awareness for 
people who have. 

“Also I want to raise aware¬ 
ness of depression which is one 
of the symptoms of being 
dyslexic.”

LOVE'S PHILOSOPHY 

The fountains mingle with the river 
And the rivers with the Ocean, 

The winds of Heaven mix for ever 
With a sweet emotion; 

Nothing in the world is single; 

All things by a law divine 
In one spirit meet and mingle. 

Why not I with thine?- 

See the mountains kiss high Heaven 
And the waves clasp one another; 

No sister-flower would be forgiven 
If it disdained its brother; 

And the sunlight clasps the earth 
And the moonbeams kiss the sea:

FREEZE CAUSES FIXTURE DILEMMA 


A FEW weeks ago I took issue with the organ¬ 
isers of the local league fixture programme, 
querying as to the advisability of having 
league games on the first four Saturdays of 
the new year in view of the fact that these 
were the four most vulnerable weeks weather 
wise.

A hard midweek frost made grounds un¬ 
playable and the forecast thaw did not come 
in time to save any local game. 

In fact PUDDLETOWN called off their home 
game late on Friday. 

Most postponements came on Saturday 
morning, while Bridport seconds invited local 
opposition, Dorchester seconds to come and 
inspect. 

This they did and it was reluctantly decided 
that no play would take place. 

PREVIEW 

WORD on the street has it that league fixtures 
that should have taken place on Saturday last 
would now be played on Saturday next, a day 
on which no league games were due to be 
played. 

Their was a snag however - February 11 th 
was a Saturday given over to cup rounds and 
National Cups take precedence over the 
league. 

WEYMOUTH are most certainly an exception 
for, having won the Dorset & Wilts Plate Com¬ 
petition, they now go national and take on 
DRIFTERS from the adjoining region at home. 


Their opponents are a side of whom I know 
little but I see that they lie at the top of the 
Berks, Bucks & Oxon Premier Division, and will 
therefore, certainly be no mugs. 

I seem to remember Weymouth facing them 
a few seasons ago , with the game taking 
place on the local school ground. 

I am aware that memory is an unreliable tal¬ 
ent, (at least mine tends to be so) but I believe 
that Weymouth won that one, although they 
had to come from behind to do so; and that 
their opponents flattered to deceive on that 
occasion. 

That is in the past however, and really all a 
club can ask in this situation is that it gets a 
home draw. Weymouth have just that, and 
let's hope that they can make it count. 

DORCHESTER are at home and face a real 
tester with the visit of WIMBORNE. Their op¬ 
ponents, although their first side has not 
shown overmuch in the season thus far, are a 
capable club, and are running into a bit of 
form. 

BRIDPORT too will have their hands full at 
SHERBORNE seconds, while PUDDLETOWN 
take on a side whom they should beat in 
WHEATSHEAF CABIN CREW, although their 
opponents showed that they certainly can 
score tries last time out. 

As to the second sides Dorchester seconds 
will be hoping to cement their place at the 
top of their division by beating Bridport sec¬ 
onds, and I think that they will do so, while 
Weymouth seconds should have too much 
for Wincanton.
